WE  are  sorry'  to  receive  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Pile,  ’85,  from  the  editorial 
staff  of  the  Burk. 

The  burr  owes  an  apology  to  the 
Inter-collegiate  Press  Association  for 
the  failure  to  keep  its  promise  to  send  a dele- 
gate to  the  meeting  in  New  York  last  month. 

It  was  a complete  mistake  and  one  we  sin- 
cerely regret,  because  we  were  anxious  to  see 
what  would  come  of  the  venture  and  encour- 
age it  by  our  presence,  at  least. 

Each  of  the  two  delegates  appointed  met 
with  obstacles  which  prevented  his  attendance, 
which  might  have  been  overcome  however, 
had  he  supposed  his  colleague  was  in  the 
same  predicament ; and  so  the  Burr  had 
no  delegate  although  three  or  four  of  its 
editors  expected  to  be  there.  VVe  hope  to 
hear  most  enthusiastic  accounts  of  the  suc- 
cess of  the  meeting,  and  shall  read  with  much 


! interest  the  views  taken  by  representatives  of 
j the  different  papers  upon  the  results  accom- 
j plished,  and  the  benefits  to  be  derived  in  the 
j future. 

I Our  readers  will  find  in  another  place  an 
! account  of  the  meeting,  taken  from  the  Bru- 
nonian. 

IN  view  of  the  fact  that  the  ever  increasing 
number  of  students  renders  the  obtaining 
of  lodgings  within  a reasonable  distance  of  the 
University  a matter  of  considerable  difficulty, 
we  would  suggest,  as  a good  investment  for 
surplus  capital,  the  building  of  a house,  or 
! semi-hotel  near  the  park  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  students.  At  present  the  Halls  are 
overflowing,  ev'en  the  lower  rooms  where  the 
temperature  varies  from  zero  to  ten  below  are 
occupied,  and  every  available  room  in  the  two 
Bethlehems  seems  to  be  taken,  so  that  when 
an  unfortunate  is  forced  to  vacate  his  quarters 
by  any  changes  in  the  domestic  arrangements 
of  his  landlord,  he  becomes  a wanderer  on  the 
face  of  the  earth.  The  University  is  too  much 
occupied  with  the  construction  of  more  im- 
portant buildings  to  take  the  matter  in  hand, 
so  that  we  are  thrown  back  upon  private  enter- 
pri.se.  If  a good  location  was  cho.sen,  the  in- 
vestment would  be  a sure  and  paying  one,  as 
the  demand  for  such  accommodations  is  stead- 
ily increasing. 

^T^HE  BURR  would  like  to  .start  an  alumni 
M column  if  there  was  any  possibility  of 
making  it  a success,  but  from  the  evidences  we 
have  received  of  the  interest  which  the  alumni 
take  in  matters  appertaining  to  Lehigh  we 
doubt  if  it  would  succeed.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  college  year  we  sent  a copy  of  the 
first  number  to  every  alumnus,  and  heard  not 
a word  from  any  one  outside  of  our  score  or 
so  old  subscribers.  Perhaps  the  absence  of 
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news  about  classmates,  or  of  reference  to  other 
than  the  present  matters  of  college  interest, 
was  the  cause  of  their  not  replying  ; but  we  re- 
spectfully ask  how  are  we  to  sustain  an  alumni 
column  when  the  gentlemen  of  the  association 
keep  their  facts  and  subscriptions  so  close.  We 
have  religiously  published  every  scrap  of  in- 
formation we  have  been  able  to  get  hold  of, 
even  to  the  extent  of  imperiling  our  immortal 
souls  by  stating  as  facts,  things  of  whose  truth 
we  are  not  absolutely  certain,  being  gathered 
from  letterheads,  signatures,  etc. 

But  putting  doubt  in  the  background,  we  ask 
the  aid  of  the  alumni  in  making  a beginning, 
however  small.  Let  us  know  when  you  effect 
a change  of  base,  or  undertake  any  project 
of  importance,  or  if  your  modesty  will  not 
permit  that,  give  us  points  about  classmates 
and  friends,  giving  them  of  course  an  oppor- 
tunity to  return  the  favor. 

WE  are  rejoiced  to  see  signs  of  life  in 
the  Lafayette  College  Journal.  We 
have  been  much  interested  in  the  case,  being 
unable  to  decide  whether  it  was  an  actual 
corpse,  or  only  an  instance  of  suspended  ani- 
mation. At  odd  times  we  have  given  it  gentle 
kicks  with  a view  to  settling  the  question,  but 
the  symptoms  remained  unchanged.  The 
January  number,  however,  uttered  a slight 
gasp.  The  mystery  is  solved ; it  is  only  a 
case  of  suspended  animation. 

The  Journal  “ regrets  ” that  we  have  chosen 
“ to  act  the  part  of  hostility  ” toward  them. 
Now  we  never  “acted  the  part  of  hostility” 
toward  any  one,  because  in  the  first  place 
“ho.stility  ” has  no  “part”  to  be  acted,  and  sec- 
ondly because  we  never  “act”  a part  at  all, 
but  say  what  we  mean.  If  this  newspaper  of 
a college  where  Hebrew  and  Anglo-Saxon  are 
taught  with  such  “thoroughness”  and  “accu- 
racy” would  only  talk  English  when  it  gives 
tongue  to  its  sorrow,  it  would  more  probably 
excite  sympathy. 

If  the  somewhat  obscure  reference  to  a 
“man  of  straw”  means  that  the  editorial  in 


the  November  Burr  contained  false  statements, 
the  simile  is  mo.st  unfortunate,  for  each  of  ourl 
assertions  was  made  after  a careful  investiga- 
tion of  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  was  and  is 
absolutely  true. 

The  kindly  disclaimer  to  all  intentions  to 
touch  us  ungently  or  handle  us  unkindly  with 
which  the  Journal  ends  up  is  unnecessary,  as 
they  were  evidently  the  only  party  “ touched,” 
although  it  has  required  two  months  for  the 
nerve  to  transmit  the  impression  to  the  cavity 
where  the  brain  is  supposed  to  reside. 

But  why  prolong  the  controversy  ? We 
accepted  the  rather  lame  apology  of  Lafayette, 
as  expressed  through  the  Bethlehem  Times  of 
Nov.  24,  and  were  content  to  drop  the  matter 
there.  It  is  in  bad  taste  for  the  Journal  to  turn 
in  its  grave  and  “ act  the  part  ” of  a voice  from 
the  tomb. 

The  Epitome  made  its  appearance  on  the 
19th  of  December,  slightly  later  than 
the  time  adv^ertised,  but  before  the  term  closed. 
Now  a few  words  right  here  about  the  time  at 
which  the  publication  comes  out.  It  is  almost, 
if  not  quite  impossible  to  get  it  out  before 
December ; if  that  is  the  case  and  experience 
has  proven  it,  why  is  it  attempted  to  produce  it 
before  the  beginning  of  the  second  term  ? For 
it  will  be  found  that  many  more  will  be  bought 
if  it  does  not  come  out  at  a time  in  which  one 
book  may  answer  the  purpose  of  many  by 
being  passed  around  among  friends  at  home  or 
elsewhere  ; when  otherwise  separate  ones  must 
needs  be  bought  and  sent  to  them  if  the  books 
are  not  ready  until  after  the  student  returns. 
We  believe  the  time  is  passed  when  more 
Epitomes  are  bought  than  are  wanted  merely 
to  support  the  publication  ; the  sales  depend 
upon  its  merits  and  the  number  that  can  be 
used,  and  not  so  much  upon  the  generosity  of 
the  college. 

To  return  : ’85’s  Epitome  is  quite  a credit 
to  the  University  and  the  class ; the  cover 
is  handsome  and  makes  a favorable  im- 
pression. The  press-work  is  good  and  the 
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Daper  superior  to  that  generally  found  in  simi- 
ar  periodicals.  Uncut  leaves  are  very  Eng- 
ish — but  don’t  you  think  your  advertisers  will 
suffer  from  this  new  feature  ? The  sketches 
ire  really  the  best  that  have  been  in  any  Epit-  j 
me  up  to  this  time ; the  execution  generally  | 
s very  fair  and  in  some  cases  is  excellent, 
some  few  of  the  designs  we  judge  to  be 
sriginal.  There  are  two  especially,  that  could  | 
lave  been  improved  upon  without  a great 
effort ; first,  that  after  the  freshman  class,  which 
s old  and  never  was  an  especially  brilliant 
dea,  and  then  the  cut  before  the  Fraternities 
las  been,  we  are  ashamed  to  say,  in  every 
Epitome  since  ’8i’s.  It  ought  to  have  im- 
iroved  with  the  other  cuts.  Immediately  be- 
ow  the  cut  is  a verse  which  has  never  been 
juoted  correctly  in  all  the  Epitomes  in  which 
t has  appeared.  It  should  be — 

“ Thou  art  sworn 
As  deeply  to  effect  what  we  intend 
As  closely  to  conceal  what  we  impart." 

The  Style  of  the  article  “ How  the  men  of 
^ehigh  fled  from  before  the  pestilence,”  is  one 
vhich  is  revived  every  two  or  three  years  by 
lersons  who  imagine  or  hope,  that  others 
lave  forgotten  it,  and  they  may  get  credit  for 
iomething  entirely  new.  But  having  given  the 
tyle  and  subject,  the  result  is  certainly  a happy 
me,  for  it  is  a witty  and  well  written  article, 
file  “ Letter”  must  have  been  worked  up  by 
>ne  who  has  “ had  the  experience.”  Of  course 
ve  find  the  usual  “ Quotations,”  which  are  up  j 
o the  standard  in  being  rather  far-fetched.  ! 
everybody  reads  them,  but  everybody  has  not  I 
inie,  patience  or  brains  to  discover  the  point,  j 
f there  happens  to  be  any, — it  may  be  that  it  i 
s the  uncertainty  concerning  the  existence  of  i 
he  latter,  that  causes  one  to  merely  skim  over  { 
hem.  Here  and  there  we  find  a good  one. 
some  of  the  “ Facts”  arc  excellent.  We  no- 
ice among  others  the  “failing  case”  joke; 
his  seems  to  be  quite  an  old  stand-by.  It  ap- 
leared  in  ’83’s  Epitome  in  which  Mr.  R.  was 
he  victim,  and  in  ’85’s  with  Mr.  P.  in  that  role, 
t is  certainly  one  of  the  easiest  managed  jokes 


we  have  ever  heard  of,  as  it  does  not  require 
that  usual  amount  of  engineering  necessary  to 
produce  the  required  situation. 

We  will  not  attempt  to  say  anything  about 
the  class  histories,  but  will  rest  contented,  by 
reminding  our  readers  that  the  fact  that  “there 
are  last  that  will  be  first,  and  first  that  will  be 
last,”  has  a forcible  illustration  in  this  neigh- 
borhood. 

The  resignation  of  Mr.  Pile  from  the 
Burr  leaves  a vacancy,  which  the 
sophomore  class  must  fill,  as  they  are  entitled 
to  two  editors.  If  we  receive  contributions 
which  display  any  interest  in  the  subject  in 
hand,  and  at  the  same  time  originality  of 
thought,  we  would  like  ver>'  much  to  fill  the 
place,  if  not  it  will  remain  open. 

It  may  sound  rather  ridiculous  to  say  that 
the  students  do  not  take  enough  interest  in 
I their  paper  to  support  it,  but  unless  more  con- 
tributions are  received  than  have  been  so  far,  it 
I would  puzzle  the  oracle  at  Delphi  to  say  who 
I are  the  men  best  fitted  for  the  places,  when  it 
becomes  our  duty  to  elect  the  editors  at  the 
end  of  the  term.  However  we  hope  no  undue 
excitement  will  be  aroused  among  the  students 
about  this,  as  we  would  feel  deeply  grieved  if 
any  one  was  awakened  from  that  delightful 
condition  into  which  we  have  gradually  fallen, 
which  is  made  known  to  the  uninitiated  and 
others  by  lounging  in  a friend’s  room  with  one’s 
hands  in  one’s  pockets,  complaining  about 
“ how  much  we  have  to  do  and  so  little  time 
in  which  to  accomplish  it.” 

The  Niagara  Index  contains  an  article : 
“Does  College  Journalism  Pay?”  which  is 
worthy  one’s  attention ; it  finishes  by  saying 
“ There  are  many  pleasant  things  connected 
with  the  issuing  of  a college  paper.  A facility 
of  communication  is  instituted  between  present 
and  past  students.  The  doings  of  the  Alma 
Mater  are  made  known  to  alumni  who  cherish 
happy  memories  of  their  college  home.  An 
emulation,  particularly  in  athletics,  is  kindled 
between  different  institutions,  and  expedients 
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for  the  college  world  discussed  in  common. 
All  this  is  ver)’  fine  for  the  students  in  general, 
for  such  information  costs  them  no  labor.  But 
it  is  not  quite  so  pleasant  a task  for  those  who 
are  charged  with  the  editing  of  the  paper.  In 
their  regard  the  end  scarcely  justifies  the 
means.  The  time  which  they  expend  in  writ- 
ing from  fifteen  to  twenty  pages  of  foolscap, 
would  enable  them  to  prosecute  their  class 
duties  with  greater  satisfaction. 

Rut  college  journali.sm  would  pay  if  it  were 
carried  out  according  to  the  theory  on  which 
it  originated.  If  the  editors  were  necessitated 
to  write  but  their  editorial  matter,  all  would  be 
well.  An  occasional  essay  from  different  scribes 
among  the  literary  aspirants  would  tend  to 
keep  the  rust  off  their  imaginations,  and  enable 
the  publication  of  the  .students’  journal  to  be 
carried  on  without  serious  detriment  to  any 
one.  But  how  much  easier  to  theorize  than 
to  do?  How  much  more  convenient  to  ex- 
pre.ss  one’s  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  others 
than  to  add  his  quota  to  the  furtherance  of  a 
cause  that  leads  to  his  own  interest !” 

We  think  if  any  One  wall  think  of  this  a 
moment,  they  will  not  have  any  difficulty  in 
.seeing  the  sensiblene.ss  and  truth  of  the  above 
article.  It  was  never  intended  and  it  is  not 
right  that  the  editors  should  write  everything 
that  goes  into  the  paper,  for  when  this  becomes 
the  ca.se  it  is  of  no  good  to  the  .student  and 
certain!}’  is  not  to  the  editor  (becau.se  he  can 
not  give  that  time  and  care  to  his  writing  that 
he  ought  to  give),  while  the  paper  accomplishes 
nothing  but  the  advertising  of  the  college,  and 
surely  a poor  paper  can  not  be  a good  adver- 
tisment. 


INTER-COLLEGIATE  PRESS  ASSOCIATION. 

Delegates  to  the  convention  called 
for  the  purpo.se  of  forming  an  Inter-col- 
legiate Press  Association  a.ssembled  in  Hamil- 
ton Hall,  Columbia  College,  at  lo  A.  M., 
December  27th.  T he  convention  was  called 
to  order  by  Mr.  Bangs  of  Columbia,  who  stated  I 


briefly  the  obje6l  of  the  convention.  Mr. 
Holmes  of  the  Williams  Athetueuvi  was  then 
elected  chairman  pro  tern.,  and  Mr.  Bridgman 
of  the  Amherst  Student,  secretary.  A com- 
mittee on  credentials  was  appointed,  consisting 
of  Messrs.  Silver  of  the  Brunonian,  Heilbron 
of  the  Harvard  Herald,  and  Adams  of  the 
Amherst  Student.  A communication  was  then 
read  from  the  Vassar  Miscellany,  containing 
practical  suggestions  for  the  consideration  of 
the  convention  of  the  interest  and  co-operation 
of  the  Miscellany,  in  the  proposed  enterprise. 
The  committee  on  credentials  then  reported 
that  there  were  twenty-five  delegates  present, 
representing  thirteen  papers  and  nine  different 
colleges.  During  the  day  other  delegates  ar- 
rived, and  the  completed  list  of  delegates  and 
papers  stood  as  follows  : 

The  Amherst  Student,  C.  S.  Adams,  H.  A. 
Bridgman,  W.  T.  Field,  A.  D.  Noyes  and  E. 
S.  Parsons  ; 7 he  Brunonian,  E.  O.  Silver,  A. 
Barker ; Acta  Columbiana,  J.  K.  Bangs,  A. 
Anderson,  J.  W.  Dowling,  Jr.;  Advocate,  R.  G. 
Butler  ; Crimson,  F.  W.  Moulton,  A.  M.  Butler; 
Herald,  G.  H.  Heilbron ; Princetonian,  J.  A. 
Hodge,  Otto  Crouse ; Argonaut,  C,  D.  Willard; 
Chronicle,  L.  S.  Berry ; University  Magazine, 
F.  E.  Smiley,  C.  O.  Beasley,  L.  M.  Bullitt; 
Atheneeum,  S.  V.  \\  Holmes,  G.  A.  Copeland; 
Argo,  H S.  Underwood,  Willis  Reed;  Cornell 
liei-iew,  A.  L.  Aldrich  ; Lmiversit}'  Quarterly, 
A.  T.  Sperry ; the  Vassar  Miscellany  was  rep- 
resented by  proxy. 

Nine  of  the  papers  represented  had  sent 
delegates  empowered  to  aft  for  their  papers  in 
every  particular,  and  the  delegates  of  these 
papers  at  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  session 
ratified  that  portion  of  the  constitution  estab- 
lishing the  association  and  determining  the  offi- 
cers and  mode  of  eleftion.  After  this  aftion 
the  convention  extended  to  uninstrufted  dele- 
gates the  right  of  discussion.  The  association 
then  proceeded  to  the  eleftion  of  officers,  w'hich 
resulted  in  the  choice  of  J.  K.  Bangs  of  the 
Acta  Columbiana,  as  president,  and  the  Harvard 
Herald  as  secretary  and  treasurer,  which  posi-: 
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tion,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  constitution, 
was  to  be  filled  by  a paper  and  not  by  an  indi- 
vidual. A committee  of  three  was  appointed 
to  bring  in  nominations  for  vice  president. 
The  committee  presented  the  name  of  \V.  E. 
Parker  of  the  Amherst  Stuflent,  who  was 
clefted  by  acclamation.  The  convention  then 
adjourned  until  lO  A.  M.  Thursday. 

The  morning  session  of  Dec.  28th,  was  de- 
voted to  a discussion  of  the  constitution  as 
presented  by  Mr.  Holmes,  chairman  of  the 
constitutional  committee.  The  constitution, 
as  finally  adopted  and  ratified  by  the  Harvard 
Herald,  Brunovian,  Michigan  Chronicle,  Michi- 
gan Argonaut,  Acta  Columbiana,  Amherst 
Student,  University  Magazine,  Williams  Argo 
and  Williams  Athenomm,  sets  forth  the  object 
and  aims  of  the  association,  and  provides  for 
the  establishment  of  a corresponding  secretar>' 
at  each  of  the  colleges  represented.  It  also 
provides  for  an  annual  meeting  of  the  associa- 
tion for  the  purpo.se  of  tran.sacting  business 
and  di.scu.ssing  matters  of  general  interest  con- 
nected with  college  journalism.  In  addition 
to  this  informal  discussion  a few  literary  parts, 
to  be  prepared  in  advance,  will  be  read. 

A Board  of  Reference,  composed  of  three 
members,  is  to  receive  all  applications  for  ad- 
mission to  the  association,  and  submit  such 
applications  with  a recommendation  to  the 
members  of  the  a.ssociation  either  by  corre- 
pondence  or  at  its  annual  convention.  The 
election  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Reference 
resulted  in  the  choice  of  the  Acta  Columbiana 
(Ex-Officio,)  Brunonian  and  Williams  Athe- 
na>um.  The  Board  of  Reference  also  has  the 
power  of  an  executive  committee,  and  will  act 
as  committee  on  credentials. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  the 
convention  assigned  the  following  literar)’  parts 
for  the  next  meeting:  the  oration,  Acta 

Columbiana;  poem,  Williams  Argo;  history 
of  college  journalism,  Amherst  Student;  a 
paper  upon  some  subject  to  be  hereafter  decided 
upon.  Vassal'  Miscellany.  It  was  then  moved 
and  carried  unanimously  that,  in  view  of  the 


interest  shown  by  the  Harvard  Advocate  and 
Crimson  and  the  Princetonian  in  sending  dele- 
gates to  the  convention,  a .special  invitation  to 
join  the  a.ssociation  be  extended  to  these  papers 
and  that  to  such  other  papers  as  the  Board  of 
Reference  should  decide  upon,  an  official  noti- 
fication of  the  formation  of  the  Association 
should  be  sent. 

The  convention,  after  listening  to  some  in- 
tere.sting  and  instructive  remarks  from  various 
delegates  upon  matters  connected  with  college 
journalism,  adjourned. 

The  proceedings  of  the  convention  closed 
with  a dinner,  at  which  speeches  were  indulged 
in  by  representatives  of  the  different  papers, 
all  of  whom  promised  their -hearty  co-opera- 
tion to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Inter-col- 
legiate Press  Association. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  a.ssociation  will  be 
held  at  Cambridge,  between  Dec.  2 1st  and 
Dec.  28th,  1883.  The  date  to  be  hereafter  de- 
termined by  the  Board  of  Reference. — Uru- 
nonian. 

THE  TABLES  TURNED. 

(founded  on  fact.) 

An  incident  occurred  during  my  college 
life  which  suggested  to  me  the  import- 
ance of  the  motto  : “ Make  a friend  whenever 
and  wherever  you  can  ” and  showing  particu- 
larly how  circumstances  may  at  any  tirne 
change,  leaving  one  person  under  obligations 
to  a second ; although  the  second  may  have 
been  formerly  dependent  on  the  first.

I had 
often  gone  to  see  her  at  home  and,  as  I thought, 
was  progressing  finely  in  my  first  love-afTair, 
when  there  came  a sudden  damper  which 
almost  crushed  my  burning  heart.  Her  mother 
was  dead,  and  her  father  who,  by  the  way,  was 
of  German  extraction,  and  one  of  these  con- 
scientious and  energetic  old  gentlemen,  had 
assumed  the  double  authority  in  her  care  and 
discipline,  and  as  she  was  the  only  child  the 
double-sway  was  quite  sufficient.  It  is  said 
that  the  course  of  true  love  never  did  run 
smooth.  Applying  this  principle  to  my  case 
I immediately  came  to  the  conclusion  that  in 
my  “ course  ” the  old  gentleman  was  the  dis- 
turbing element.  I had  made  fair  advances,  as 
I have  said,  notwithstanding  this  obstacle, 
which  the  club-room  and  other  innocent 
amusements  often  removed.  It  was  on  these 
and  similar  occasions  that  I had  heard  with 
greatest  interest  the  assurances  of  her  love  and 
attachment  for  me,  which,  of  course,  in  my 
turn  I duly  reciprocated.

FACTS  ABOUT  THE  LIBRARY. 

ONE  never  realizes  more  keenly  that  life 
is  short, and  that  it  is  impossible  to  enjoy 
and  improve  the  opportunities  with  which  it 
is  filled,  more  than  when  roaming  through  the 
alcoves  or  turning  over  the  catalogue  of  a well 
stocked  library.  And  especially  does  this  hold 
true  with  the  student  in  a University  library. 
He  sees  books  piled  on  books,  rare,  costly  and 
interesting,  and  has  to  content  himself  with 
staring  at  the  title  page,  or  glancing  at  the 
back,  as  he  runs  for  his  next  lecture.  Indeed, 
few  are  even  acquainted  with  the  best  portion 
of  the  library,  for  it  is  of  course  neither 
desirable  nor  possible  to  keep  large  illustrated 
works  in  conspicuous  places.  Such  works  must 
be  approached  in  a spirit  of  reverence,  with 
clean  hands  and  a pure  heart.  Among  the 
books  of  the  library  collection,  are  many 
famous  through  age  and  circumstances  of 
previous  ownership.  Thus  the  oldest  book  on 
the  shelves  is  one  printed  in  Venice,  in  the 
year  fourteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and 
contains  marginal  notes  by  IMelancthon.  There 
is  also  a copy  of  the  first  Bible  printed  in 
America,  the  publisher  of  which  received  the 
thanks  of  Congress  for  his  patriotic  undertak- 
ing. Among  the  four  thousand  volumes  now’ 
awaiting  examination,  in  the  basement  of  the

library,  one  thousand  relate  to  America,  many 
of  them  being  local  histories.  There  is  also  a 
nearly  complete  colleftion  of  Mark  Twain’s 
works.  Among  the  notable  foreign  works  are, 
Les  Galeries  Historiques  de  Versailles,  in 
thirteen  volumes,  costing  four  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars.  The  Museum  Florentinum,  an 
illustrated  work,  although  of  less  value.  There 
are  complete  files  of  Der  Berg-Geist,  Le 
Journal  des  Mines,  Journal  des  Mathematiques 
and  several  other  foreign  periodicals.  A very 
interesting  volume  is  the  story  of  the  famous 
knight  of  La  Mancha,  illustrated  by  Dore. 

The  work  of  examining  this  mass  of  books 
is  being  pushed  as  fast  as  possible.  It  is  not 
a small  job,  as  care  has  to  be  taken  that  each 
volume  is  of  the  stipulated  edition  and  binding. 

In  reference  to  the  cases  outside  of  the  rail- 
ing, the  key  to  their  mystery  is  this,  their  con- 
tents are  intended  to  represent  the  progress  of 
the  art  of  printing,  and  are  grouped  so  as  to 
exhibit  the  different  stages  of  the  art  from  the 
days  of  black  letter  down  to  the  Webb  perfect- 
ing press  of  to-day. 

The  printed  catalogue  is  a thing  which  is 
not  to  be.  The  reasons  for  its  non-appearance 
are  numerous  and  weighty.  The  card  cata- 
logue is  the  more  modern  form  and  is  employed 
in  the  best  libraries.  The  printed  catalogue 
would  cost  an  amount  of  money  and  time 
which  could  better  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  books,  or  in  the  designing  of  more  needful 
appliances.  One  instance  being  given  where 
the  getting  out  of  a printed  catalogue  cost  the 
sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars.  A conve- 
nience dearly  purchased  at  that  price.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Messrs  editors  : — The  examinations 
at  the  close  of  last  term,  seem  to  have 
been  particularly  fatal,  not  only  to  the  habitual 
Hunkers,  but  to  a great  many,  who  hitherto 
have  been  very  successful  in  their  examinations. 
There  is,  of  course,  a reason  for  this.  It  may  be 
that  there  was  not  as  much  studying  done  last 
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term  as  heretofore,  or  the  standard  of  examina- 
tion may  have  been  higher;  either  case  would 
account  for  the  result.  The  general  and  only 
remedy  is  : make  ample  preparation  for  the  re- 
examinations and  take  warning  for  the  future. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  subje<5l  taught  at  the 
University,  which  makes  more  unmerciful  and 
unlooked  for  assaults  than  that  of  Qualitative 
Analysis.  When  eight  out  of  ten  seniors  fail 
miserably  in  this  branch,  all  of  whom  have 
unexceptionally,  for  the  first  three  years  of 
their  course,  withstood  their  examinations  in 
forty  or  fifty  other  branches  with  a clear  record ; 
when  these  and  others,  in  former  years,  who 
ranked  among  the  highest,  have  their  college 
■Standing  completely  broken  up  on  this  branch, 
it  is  an  indication  at  least,  that  perhaps  it  is 
not  entirely  the  fault  of  the  student  if 
he  fails  to  pass.  We  mean  by  this  that  the 
time  is  insufficient  and  the  facilities  inadequate 
to  attain  that  proficiency  which  is  required 
at  the  examination.  Those  who  were  in 
the  temporary  laboratory  last  term,  labored 
at  great  di.sadvantage.  The  bulk  of  the  in- 
struction was  given  by  an  inexperienced, 
though  willing  and  conscientious  instructor, 
who  did  his  utmost  to  answer  two  or  three 
questions  at  the  same  time,  and  who  met  with 
success  of  which  older  and  more  experienced 
men  might  be  proud.  This,  together  with  a 
scarcity  of  chemicals  and  apparatus,  a general 
scarcity  of  water  and  the  ab.sence  of  hoods, 
which  necessitated  putting  H2S  machines  in  the 
open  air  when  they  were  as  likely  to  freeze  as 
to  work,  ean  scarcely  be  considered  as  among 
the  elements  of  success.  We  do  not  find  fault 
that  these  disadvantages  existed,  for  they  may 
have  been,  and  probably  were  necessary,  but 
we  do  complain  that  no  notice  of  these  was 
taken  and  no  allowance  made  in  consequence 
in  making  up  the  examinations,  and  that  we 
are  therefore  obliged  to  lose,  first : our  class 
standing,  secondly : our  afternoons  for  six 
weeks  in  making  up  the  failure,  and  thirdly : 
the  additional  ten  dollars  which  we  are  obliged 
to  deposit.  Senior.

Of  the  new  comers,  Chaff  from  our  friends  ; 
of  the  Univ'ersity  of  Penn,  and  the  Michigan  ; 
Argonaut  claim  our  notice.  They  are  both  | 
healthy,  well  developed  papers,  which  have  j 
skipped  entirely  the  period  of  infancy,  and  if  | 
the  Niagara  Index  will  allow  a suspension  of 
rule  No.  cxi.  relating  to  the  gender  of  college 
papers,  we  will  liken  them  to  completely  armed 
Minervas  springing  from  the  brains  of  their 
respective  Jupiters.  Each  has  an  intense  indi- 
viduality of  its  own,  being  modeled  after  noth- 
ing in  the  Heavens  above,  in  the  Earth  be- 
neath, or  in  the  waters  that  are  under  the 
Earth. 

Chaff,  although  a professedly  funny  paper, 
manages  to  attain  a fair  degree  of  success  in 
the  comic  line,  without  murdering  the  Engli.sh 
language  and  turning  the  literary  stomachs  of 
its  readers,  as  is  the  case  with  the  professedly 
funny  articles  of  some  others  of  our  contem- 
poraries. The  cuts  are  good,  for  a college 
paper,  and — Mirabile  dictu — have  some  relation 
to  the  accompanying  jokes.
